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In the fall of 1936, 68 green but proud and 
ambitious freshmen entered the halis of the Hden- 
ton High School. So large were we that our.group 
was divided into two sections; one under the gui- 
dance of Mrs. Debnam and the other under Coach 
Holton; who made his debut into our school in 
that same memorial year. 

We elected Meredith Jones and Gussie Cox as 
our first presidents and selected as our motto 
"By wisdom and courage we conquer". We decided 
on green and yellow as our ciass colors and the 
daffodil as our class flower. However, this se- 
lection was altered in our senior year because % 
the colors were not suitable for graduation dres- 
ses and decorations. Blue ard white, being 4 
more pracsical combination, replaced the green 
and yellow and the rose was substituted for the 
daffodil. 

Under the excellent guidance cf our teachers 
who taught and directed us in our freshman year 
the Class of 1940 soon became an important part 
of Edenton High School. 

As sonhomores we elected Ernest Ward and 
Gussie Cox as our presidents as our class was 
still too large a group for one room. But plea 
the fall of 1938 we were happy to be together 
and Ernest Ward was ro-clectéd president for our 
junior year. Then, for our last year Joe Row- 
lett was our choice as senior president. 

Throughout the entire four years we have 
been ambitious to make and leave a record of 
high scholarship and are now able to review this 
with pride. Evidence of our success is the fact 
that twenty four of our class are members of the 
Edenton Chapter of the Nationel Beta Club, an 
honor socicty of which our cchooi is justly proud. 
Several of us had the pleasure of attending the 
state convention in Raleigh this spring and felt 
ereatly inspired oy shis enntact with others with 
similar aims. 

However, suck evidenee of studiousness has 
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not closed the door to extra-curricular activi- 
ties for us. Many of our girls have taken a 
great interest in the Glee Club and have added 
much to its success. This spring Doris Jean 
Leary as a pianist brought more honors to our 
class while attending the State Music Contest in 
Greensboro where she received a rating of Il. 
Both boys and girls of our class have joined the 
band. In athletics our boys have taken part 
whole-heartedly in football, basketball, and base 
ball, and many of us are members of the Monogram 
club and are proud wearers of the "BE". One of 
our number, Meredith Jones, was awarded the Foot- 
ball Trophy as the most valuable member of the 
1939 team. Also, our class can boast of such 
stars as Evelyn Perry, leslie Yates, Corinne 
Forehand and Elizabéth Moran on the girls' bas- 
ketball team. 

Since we were sophomores we have been re~+ 
presented each year by two or more members on 
the triangular debating team and this year our 
class furnished the entire team consisting of 
Emily Howard, Ernest Ward, Corinne Forehand and 
Timmy Hassell. Gussie Cox and Edward Stokley 
have also represented the class of 1940 as de- 
baters. 

The class of 1940 is unique in that it is 
the first to have had the privilege of a course 
in journalism. Our entire class with Emily How- 
ard as editor-in-chief has taken an active part 
4n work on the school paper, "The Spotlight”, 
as the journalism class under Mr. Greenwood was 
devoted almost entirely for this purpose. An- 
other publication, upon which we look with pride 
fs our annual, "The Edentonian” with Helen Swan- 
ner as editor-in-chief. 

We also have been fortunate in having add- 
ed to our high school training, mechanical draw- 
{ng and wood-shop under Mr. Britt and home eco- 
nomics under Miss Grant. These courses have 
done much to help prepare us for the future, A 
fine library which wes not available to former 
classes has been a source of much help and enter- 
tainment for us, as the reading matter has al- 
most doubled the past two ycars. With these 
improvements in Edenton High School, we should 
be able to boast that the Class of 1940 is the 
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best equipped and most fortunste class on record 
but on the contrary, since 1933 we have been ats 
tending an eight months school. The loss of one 
month each year since that time amounts to our 
class heaving been deprived of a total of eight : 
months or one whole yesr of school work. ‘We fee : 
thet those of us who will be fortunate enough to | 
attend college need those extra months of prepar : 
ation ond certainly those of us whose education 
ends with this year have been greatly handicappe 
in the name of economy, and we hope thet it will 
not be long before this needed month may be adde 
to our term and give Edenton boys and girls a 
chance to compete on « fair basis with any schoo 
in the state. 

Like classes before us and classes yet to 
come we herve hed our share of thrilling events 
such ss football games, parties, dances and ban- 
guets. All are indelibly stammed upon our memor 
jes snd mean much to us, but we reslize thet all 
good things must come to an end. Soon the Class 
of 1940 will become history in Hdenton High, yet 
who knows but what grester and more exciting 
events await us in other and wider fields. 

May we go far and achieve much for the hono 
of our alma mater! Long live the Class of 1940:
